Well the truth is that Christ 
was the only one in the room that knew all her sins and yet he, as 
John Philips wrote, "accepted her tears of contrition as a fitting 
tribute to Himself, the One who "came into the world to save 
sinners." 


1 Thessalonians 5:26 Greet all the brethren with an holy kiss. 
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2 Corinthians 5:14 For the love of Christ constraineth us... 


But what this sinful woman did went far beyond the bounds of 
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John R. Rice that "...this expensive perfume was purchased with 
gains from her wicked trade, or it may have been the gift of some 
admirer in sin, but she brought it with loving hand as a gift for 
Jesus." 
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...there is still the need to confess our sins to God. We can all get 
out of sorts with God and although we are postionally and 
eternally forgiven by God, practically we must come clean with 
God daily confession and repentance. Boy isn't it wonderful when 
you depart from a time of worship and things are right between 
you and God I 


Hebrews 11:6 But without faith it is impossible to please him: for 
he that cometh to God must believe that he is, and that he is a 
rewarder of them that diligently seek him. 


We should sense that resolved conflict in our own hearts. A heart 
that is cleansed and forgiven. A heart at peace with God.
